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“The War Ended ton 1 Soon.”’ 


The issue before the American people is 
one of peace or war. The contest of arms 
terminating with the surrender of Gen. 
Lee at Appomattox C. H., in which the 
good people of the North and South acqui- 


esced, not satisfying the demands of the 


, } 
Radical party in its determination to over-

_ War, even in the noblest cause, cannot be 


other than a giant evil; but.false Peace 
comes sometimes to a nation, crowned with 
thorns and robed in shame, offering short 
respite as the price of long misery, and per- 
petuating the strife which she pretends to 
end. Bloodshed is not the worst of evils. 
Itis better that men should die than that 
principles should be destroyed. For such 
reasons many of us feared that peace would 
come too soon, After Bull Run the whole 
North repudiated the idea with indignation ; 
the Union could not treat with victorious 
Rebellion. As the war grew older men 
trusted that victory would not come till 
Slavery had been abolished. Long before 
May, 1864, the loyal men of the United 
States were resolved that the Rebellion 
should be utterly crushed, and that the ele- 
ments of treason should be extirpated. 
When Lee surrendered to Grant we thought 
the Rebellion was ended. 
Is it ended? No. . From all parts of the 
South and from many men in the North 
comes the assurance that the War for the
